B2 is sufficient to overcome the difficulty with double patenting that had existed at the 
time of the previous office action between the present claims and those previously 
patented. While the outstanding rejection was based on the "same invention" 
prohibitions of 35 USC 101 , the Examiner notes now upon new consideration that there 
was sufficient difference between the present "statefully toggling" "to the new status of 
the first check box" and the '612 patent's "toggling the status" to reduce the difficulty to 
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one at most of non-statutory, judicially-created double patenting, of the kind that may be 
remedied by terminal disclaimer.
